bering the Russians in some in- 
stances as much as five or six to 
one, at the 15-mile deep 
defenses of Sevastopol on all sides 
yesterday in the first general of- 
fensive against the Crimean port 
since last December, but Soviet re- 
ports indicated the Red army was 
stubbornly holding its ground.

ward around the Solomon island 
group to seize control of the Coral 
sea waters. We only knew that 
thev were beginning to take an in- 
terest in Australia and we had 
heard that an invasion fleet was 
heading toward Port Moresby, on 
New Guinea. 

As we traveled the more than 
8.000-mile ‘roundabout route to- 
ward the Coral sea, we had kept 
our airplane patrols out ahead of 
us. And on May 2, two of these 
scouts, flying together, surprised 
a Jap submarine on the surface. 
They dived on him and dropped 
three bombs. Although the pilots 
believed the sub was sunk they 


could report only that it submerg- | 


ed and a huge patch of fuel oil 
spread over the ocean surface. 


The next day our scouts report- | 


ed having seen Japanese “‘snooper”’ 
planes. at great distances. The 
snoopers escaped by ducking into 
the high cumulus clouds that were 
scattered far and wide over this 
ocean. The clouds are the sources 
for the daily rainsqualls that are 
tvpical of the tropic seas in this 
season. These clouds are impor: 
tant cover for all air fighters and 
Are constantly used by Japanese 
and American fliers. 
“Battle Stations” Often. 


The clouds and the snooper 
planes raised the vigilance of every 
one in the flotilla.

Tactics, Logistics 

Strategy ia the planning of war, 

Tactics is the carrying out the plan. 

Logistics is the supplying of materials and 
men required for the carrying out of the plan. 

The latter explains why we do not follow 
up our Midway victory over Japan by pushing 
our fleet towards the islands. 

Logistics stop us, 

Naval circles still are dizzy because of the 
news from the Coral Sea and Midway. 

The victories were not really naval 
tories. The surface ships never got within 
Shooting range. 

It was air power and submarine power which 
won the victories, sinking and wrecking many 
ships. 

At Midway it was demonstrated that land 
based planes could do the most damage; more 
even than air power launched from carriers. 

If our fleet steamed toward Japan it would 
meet the same fate their fleet met—powerful 
air attacks from land-based planes. 

We are not yet ready to supply the logistics 
to our strategy and tactics for attacking Japan 
in force. 

All this once more, this time more sharply 
than ever, illustrates why we must hold what 
few bases we have left. Again it illustrates 
how good were Japan's strategy and tactics in 
seizing island bases from which to launch land- 
based planes and submarines. 

We'll get there. When we have worked out 
the logistics.

Civilian Sea Patrol 

Much has been said, both pro and con, 
about the sinking of merchant shipping off the 
southern coasts and in the Gulf of Mexico. The 
argument has waxed and waned until it is in 
danger of being lost in-the maze of discussion. 

There are some facts that can be stripped 
from the mass of conflicting evidence. 

Self-evident is the fact that too many ships 
are being sunk without effective cofinteraction. 

Equally apparent is the fact that the Navy 
cannot now provide enough escort vessels and 
has not yet been able to organize a convoy 
system because of the impossibility of establish- 
ing such a system without total disruption of 
coastal traffic even if the escort vessels were 
available. 

Yet it may be questioned that the escort or 
patrol vessels desired by the Navy are necessary 
in the form they now are being built. The 
British, for example, did not send transport 
ships to evacuate their troops at Dunkirk. They 
sent what they had, from Thames excursion 
boats to comparatively tiny launches. Ships, 
both big and little were lost, but no one ques- 
tioned the cost, least of all the men who 
manned the improvised fleet. 


This country, too, can send what it has and 
what it quickly can build. 


The inevitable question placed by those 
responsible is: “How would you man these 
Ships.” The question already has been answered 
in the organization of the Civil Air Patrol, a 
working force now despite the early and still 
present opposition of some brass hats. 


The thousands who have labored unhonored 
and unsung in the CAP have asked nothing. 
They have sacrificed and worked. 


The CAP is the answer to the question of 
those who say that a pitch and toss Navy force 
cannot be organized to patrol the sea lanes. The 
cost would be negligible when compared to the 
present loss in ships, materiel and men. Some 
small cruisers could be refitted for depth 
charges. All could mount machineguns. Ail 
can carry radio apparatus to call up help from ° 
the planes and the subchasers. 


Perhaps a VCP would not be all that could 
be asked. But let the Navy provide one imagina- 
tive, efficient commander for each district and 
let the civilians do the rest. The volunteers will 
be there.

No country on earth has as many automobiles 
per capita as the United States. In no country 
is the automobile such a necessity in the daily 
life of the people.

What is pugzling about it at the moment 
is Why the British and American governments 
saw fit to publicly announce their intentions 
at this time. The only immediate answer sug- 
gested is that the “understanding” is being 
used in the battle of nerves, 

Looking at it in one way, it seems unwise 
to serve notice on Hitler of something the 
United States and Great Britain are planning 
to do. It could only cause him to be more 
on the alert and increase his preparations for 
meeting the new Invasion threat, 

On the other hand, it could be reasoned 
that the Germans are already aware of our 
military plans for opening up a second front 
and the effect of the formal acknowledgment 
would be to force them to give less consid- 
eration to Russia than the other possibility 
for the time being. 


On the latter basis, what we have announced might 
twofold purpose. First, as regards the battle of nerves, it is de- 
signed to give Hitler a new case of jitters, and, second, it might 
cause a delay in his promised offensive against the Soviets to give 


us much needed time. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL EFFECT There is little cause to doubt 
that Hitler fails to understand 

the meaning behind all of the men and materials we are concen- 

trating in the British Isles. They are being sent there for one pur- 

pose only—to co-operate with the British in launching a land 

invasion of Europe at the proper time. 

Hence, it may be argued that since the German high com- 
mand knows this already we might as well formally proclaim it. 
The psychological effect of the announcement could not but be 
beneficial to the Allied cause. Not only is it designed to spur the 
Russians on to their fullest effort, but it must have given heart 
to the oppressed peoples of every Nazi-occupied country of Europe, 
who now will be awaiting the fateful hour. 

Moreover, it can offer no solace to the Germans to have the 
British and American governments solemnly affirm, after secret 
With the Russian commissar of foreign affairs, Mr. 
Molotov, that it is their intention to open a new European front 
this year. 

Military strategists have long recognized the vital necessity of 
keeping Russia in the war. Hitler's biggest blunder must be kept 
alive at all costs. If the Russians are permitted to fall the length 
and the outcome of the war are clouded in hazy uncertainties. 

Above all, Russia must be kept standing until the full strength 
of the United States’ vast resources in men and materials can be 
mobilized. Once we are able to train the necessary number of 
men, arm them and place them within striking distance of the 
European continent, no one doubts the ability of ourselves and 
the British to crush Hitler and all that he stands for. We've got 


too much at stake to lose. 

FIVE-YEAR LAG But without Russia holding firm on the 
eastern front we cannot look forward to 

that happy day for a period of five or more years, according to 

the current outlook. 

Ultimately also we expect to use Russian territory ag a base 
of air operations against Japan. As soon as the Soviet situation is 
stabilized and we have accumulated the necessary number of men 
and planes it is undoubtediy our purpose to blast the Japs into 
submission from bases in Siberia. 


Russia, therefore, forms the keystone of our whole military 
strategy. She cannot be permitted to fall under any circumstances. 


President Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill and the leading 
military authorities of both countries have recognized this from 
the start. We merely have never formally acclaimed that necessity 
before, though it has been written between the lines of every bit 
of material aid sent them by ourselves and the British for months. 


So important is it that the Red army be kept intact that some 
of our military authorities make the statement that we could well 
afford to sacrifice a half million men on the sand dunes of France 
as a diversion necessary to take the main pressure off Russia. 
We prefer not to launch such an undertaking until we are fully 
ready, but the effect of what Mr. Roosevelt and the British gov-

For Bullets 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


“Propaganda” and “advertising” are different names for the 
same thing. No matter which name is used, the purpose is to sell 
something to the public—to make people believe one cigaret or 
gasoline or politician or political system superior to others. 

Since people naturally resent being tricked or led by the nose, 
the most successful propaganda is the kind that puts over an idea 
by indirection, or makes one idea seem attractive by making the 
alternative seem awful. 

Hitler says with some truth that Germany lost the other war 
because the “home front” crumbled behind the soldiers. That 
breakdown was in large measure the result of Mr. Wilson's shrewd 
propaganda. If we had muddled or neglected propaganda as we 
are doing now, the war undoubtedly would have lasted longer. 

If propaganda can shorten this war, why aren’t we making the 
most of it? 

We are using various means and arguments to reach the Gere 
mans, but we are not harnessing one of their deep-rooted prejudices. 

All Germans over 45 remember the Kaiser’s “Yellow Peril.” 
(Like other Europeans, they are more conscious of international 
politics than our people.) They learned to dread and dislike the 
Japs. The Kaiser’s fleet, which stood no nonsense, helped to curb 
Jap ambition. And the German people never forgave the humilia- 
tion they suffered when the Japs defeated the German garrison in 
China and seized German islands in the Pacific. 

The young Nazis don’t share these memories, but their minds 
have been warped by the master race theory, and they have heard 
too much of Nordic superiority to have any respect for the Japs. 
Even Hitler revealed his true opinion when he warned that defeat 
of Germany would mean dominance of Europe by “Orientals.” 

Why not appeal to that race prejudice? Ask them why they are 
helping an inferior colored race against their own kind. White men 
must stand together. All white culture will go down together if the 
Japs triumph. That’s the general idea. It won’t win the war. but 
it will fall on fertile ground. It is trickery, but we can’t win this 
war by being gentlemen.

All of 
which is a good sign that folks are 
waking up to the fact that profits 
are to be made by raising fryers | 
and layers. 

Mr. Hosford is emphatic in his | 
statement that there is money— || 
pretty good money — in raising | 
poultry and marketing eggs now. | 
He gives below some facts and fig- | 
ures that bear out his statement. 
Here is what he says: 

“At $2 per 100 pounds for feed, 
and with your hens laying 40 per 
cent, you can produce eggs from | 
heavy breeds at 21 cents per doz- 
en, and laying 50 per cent you can | 
produce them for 17 cents per 
dozen feed cost. 

“With light breeds, such as leg- 
horns laying 40 per cent and feed 
$3 per 100 pounds, you can pro- 
duce eggs for 18.7 cents per dozen, 
and at 50 per cent lay, you can 
produce eggs for 15 cents per doz- 
en feed cost. 

“You can also make money on 
fryers. Here is the way it figures: 
Good, choice chicks, properly pul- 
lorum tested, will cost $8.45 per 
100. You should raise 90 per cent, 
and a great many do better than 
that. If you are careful, 90 chicks 
will eat only 540 pounds of feed to 
two pounds each at 354 cents per 
pound, the feed will cost $20.25, 
making a total for chicks and feed 


of $28.70. Ninety fryers weighing | 


180 pounds will have cost for feed | 
and chicks only 16 cents per 
pound, and brooding expense at 
this season is almost nothing. 
“Today’s wholesale quotation is 
25 to 32 cents per dozen, depend- 
ing on the grade of eggs, which 
will net you $16.20 per 100 chicks, 
or $162 per 1,000 chicks bought.

Some Reflections on 


MY DAY: German Reprisals 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Friday—In the morning paper I read that, not 
satisfied with wiping out the village of Lidice, the Germans have 
gone further and killed 34 more people in the cities of Prague and 

Bruenn “in reprisal.” It does not seem to 
cross their minds that they are imprinting 
the name of this village on the minds of 
the people of the world. None of us will 
ever forget a little village named Lidice. Re- 
prisals of this kind only bring more reprisals, 
so that it is an unending spiral of murder. 
How curious is the German mentality, that 
does not realize in giving a dramatic incident 
of this kind to the world it has stimulated 
imaginations to the point where, I am sure 
before long, there will be a play written about 
tragic village, there will be a book in which 
Be this name will be immortalized. It will ap- 
pear in current songs. People will paint scenes from memory or 
imagination. What the Germans thought to do away with forever, 
will be remembered the world over and lead perhaps to a better 
understanding of the type of people we will have to deal with 
when this war is over in Central Europe, : 

There is a book everybody should read called: “Germany With 
Tears,” by Peter F. Wiener. It is a collection of letters. The 
first one is written by a student in England, Row in the Army, 
writing to his German professor at the University. It tells him 
that his education unfitted him to deal with German people as 
they actually are and was a purely sentimental and unrealistic 
approach to international relations. The professor pleads guilty 
and tries to make amends by telling the truth in this series of 
letters. 

The appalling things to me are the quotatioris which go back to 
the time of Bismarck and Frederick the Great, and have nothing 
to do with Hitler. But it is better to have these things out in the 
open. All the people of any nation, no matter how they have been 
conditioned, are never identical. But if you know what the con- 
ditioning has been, you can judge the general results and prepare 
yourself for the time that'it will take and the methods which will 
have to be used to develop a new mentality and new characteristics 
in Hitler’s Germans. 

After lunch today, I went right to the cathedral to hear the 
young organist, Mr. Paul Calloway, who has been so successful in 
training a chorus of war workers, in addition to his work at the 
cathedral. He is a delicate looking man. Since he has lately been 
drafted, he will be in the service before long. I only hope that 
his gift of music will give as much pleasure there, as it has to 
the people: of the city of Washington.

The fact that he fired a sensational 205 to lead the entire 
nation is a grand thing for spectator appeal at Chicago, but 
I am just afraid that it might stir up a lot of false optimism 
and that they might expect too much of a man who’s shoved 
40 aside. 

Life doesn’t begin at 40 in competitive golf or any 
other sport. It is the prime of a man’s life, but not 
the athletic part of it. He cannot escape the strain of 
competition. And 72 holes of play with every stroke 
counting eats up a lot of nervous energy. 

If Bob could go out there at Ridgemoor and play 72 
holes for the fun of it he’d probably finish with the best of 
them. But fun ceases when close competition enters in; 
when the moving pencil writes and, having writ, moves 
on. When every shot counts. 

EKager-eyed galleryites will be watching every move he 
makes. Through the years he has relaxed the concentra- 
tion that made him the greatest golfer who ever played. 
And you just don’t turn on intense concentration as you 
would a water faucet. 

It would be great for him to win in what would 
amount to the greatest golf comeback in history. But 
if he finishes in the first five it would be none the 
less remarkable. It would be more than a person 
should ask. 

Any better finish, we must insist, would be a tre- 
mendous surprise. A victory would be staggering no less. 


_ ° When, in rebuttal, someone 
Sery Ice Benefits says, “Well, Craig Wood won 
the Masters’ at 40,” it should hardly be necessary to point 
out that Wood has been a member of the touring profes- 
sional cast all these years. Wood has hit the sun-baked 
fairways consistently and his diligence, plus a sound game, 
finally triumphed. 
In the field in which Jones is entered at Chicago 
are most of the “hard bitten” pros to whom winning 
and losing represents a livelihood. They shed com- 
petition as a duck sheds water. It’s the pattern of 
their life. And they are tournament tough, which is 
no mere phrase. It is the bedrock of competition. 
Happily, the National Hale America tournament means 
more than mere winning or losing. It brings together, in 
one brilliant field, most of the great stars of latter day and 
yesteryear. And they’re all playing for the benefit of 
Navy Relief and USO.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 14.- 
When Undersecretary .of State 
Sumner Welles declared that no 
element in any enemy nation 
should be forced to suffer after 
the war for the crimes of its lead- 
ers, he was expressing a view- 
point widely held by the Ameri- 
can people. 

The overwhelming majority of 
citizens believe that the German 
leaders, and not the German peo- 
ple, are the chief enemy. 

That fact, of interest to all plan- 
ners of peace, is shown in personal 
interviews with a cross-section of 
the population in all the 48 states. 
The institute asked this question: 

“In the war with Germany do 
you feel that our chief enemy is 
the German people as a whole, or 
the German government?”

Preacher a Ee of Al- 
lowing Nazi Ring To 
Use Parsonage. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 14.—(/P) 
Members of old Zion Lutheran 
church who refused to believe 


their pastor is a Nazi spy broke 


into tears today when a visiting 
clergyman besought them to keep 
their faith in America. 

The pastor is the Rev. Kurt 
Emil Bruno Molzahn, who was 
jailed last Wednesday on charges 
of permitting use of his parson- 
age asa “postoffice”’ for a Nazi- 
Japanese spy ring. 

The Rev. Fritz O. Evers, of Zion 
Lutheran church, Baltimore, Md., 
filled Pastor Molzahn’s pulpit to- 
day and the congregation appear- 
ed tense and worried when he-an- 
nounced, in German, his text: 
“Cast not away your confidence.” 

There were audible sobs when 
he said: 

“We have a basis for the con- 
fidence and trust which God gave 
us in our life, our family, our 
friends and in our faith in our 
land, America, and in America’s 
destiny. 

He spoke of “America, our 
land” as one of the congregation’s 
“God-given blessings.” 

He offered no special prayer 
for Pastor Molzahn, who was in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury at 
Hartford, Conn., 
Wfihelm Kunze, American-born | 
leader of the German-American 
Bund, and three others. 

Pastor Molzahn protested his in- 
nocence to government charges 
that they conspired to deliver na- 
tional defense information to the 
German and later to the Japanese 
government. 

Members of the congregation, 
which numbers 265, wept as they 
discussed the case with the visit- 
ing clergyman following his ser- 
mon. They said they would at- 
tempt to raise $25,000 bail for 
Pastor Molzahn.
